The Commitment of Messrs. Hill, McBeth, 
Fox and Weeman to Jail for Con- 
tempt Asked. 


Depositions were taken this morning in an 
important life insurance case, that is, the suit 
of Charles H. Bosse aguinst the New York Life 
Insurance Company. This is the noted case of 
Frederick Bosse, who died a little over a year 
ago. His life was insured for $37,500 in the 
following companies, viz.: Northwestern Life, 


of Milwaukee, $7,500; New York Life,$10,000, 
Union Mutual, of Maine, $10,000; United 
States, of New York, $10,090. 

After the death and funeral of Bosse, some 
ot the insurance agents, Messrs. Hill and Mc- 
Beth, mage affidavit to the Coroner that they 
had suspicions that he had been poisoned. Mr. 
Bosse ,the surviving brother,made a perempto- 
ry demand on the Coroner that the body should 
be exbumed and a searching and thorough ex- 
amination had, which was done. The UCoro- 
ner’s inquest was beld and the doctors, August 
W. Bierwith and Otto Greiner, who attended 
Bosse during his sickness, pronounced the 
cause of death Addison’s disease, 

The post-mortem examifiation at the morgue 
was conducted by Dr. Emil Siemann, assisted 
by Drs. Brokaw, Baumgartner, Hill, Dean and 
Auler, and the intestines, kidneys, liver, 
stomach and bladder sealed up and delivered 
to Dr. Dean ot the City Hospital for analysis. 
The jury refused to render a verdict until Dr. 
Dean had made his report, who after two or 
thice months of arigid, caretul analysis, re- 
ported that not a particie of poison was found 

the stomach, and that DBosse’s 

was caused by the disease re- 

ported by the attending physi- 

cians—Addison’s disease. The Coroner's jury 

was Called together and rendered a verdict in 

accordarce. The Northwestern company im- 

mediately paid up. The other companies re- 
tused; hence this suit. 

Bosse was a single man, and $7,500 of the 
pu.. vy was made in favor ot his brother and 
the balance in his own name, which, before 
his death, he willed to his brother, Charles H. 
Bosse, who orings this suit torecover the 
amount of the policy inthe N. Y. Life. 

Judge Gottschalk is the attorney for Mr. 
Bosse, while the insurance company is repre- 
sented by Messrs. Judson and Martin. Mr. 
Fred B. Bechtolsheim acted as notary. The 
proceedings were very lively throughout. A 
good deal of feeling was exhibited by Mr. Mar- 
tin, and there were several passages of words 
between the counsel. Messrs. Martin and 
Judson claimed that the depositions were only 
being taken for the purpose of having them 
published in the newspapers. Altogether 
it was ratber a warmtime. Three ot the wit- 
nesses, Mr. Hill, Mr. Fox and Mr. Weeman, 
are awaiting the decision of the Notary for 
commitment to jail, and it seems, if the tak- 
ing of depositions is continued, that the com- 
mitments for contempt wiil reacha baker’s 
dozen. 

DR. HUGO AULER, 
the Coroner, was the first witness sworn. He 
testified that he was Coroner of the city of St. 
Louis. 

Counsel for defendant objected to any testi- 
mony by this witness on the ground that there 
was no authority fortaking such deposition 


because, to adopt the vernacular instead of the 
lon-gwinded legal phraseology ,the witness was 
come-at-abie at any time. 

Dr. Auler identified the depositions of Wm. 
S. Hilland J. R. McBeth, which were taken 
before him, He alsosworeto the exhumation 
of the body. and the post-mortem examination, 
and the trial before the jury. 

The proceedings lasted from the 18th of Au- 
gust to September. Thejury rendered a ver- 
dict onthe 9th of November. The chemical 
analysis was made by Dr. Dean. Witness mad 
the post-mortem examination. No trace of 
poison was found. There-was no evi- 
dence oft the kind. From the _  evi- 
dence more than from the. post-mortem 
witness concladed Bosse died ot Addison’s 
diseuse. He could form no definite conclu- 
sion from the post mortem, as the body bad 
been in the grave for some time. When Messrs. 
Hill and McBeth filed the affidavits they said 
nothing turther. They gave the names 
of some witnesses to be subp@aeed, 
umong others Dr. Brokaw and Dr. 
Baumgartner believed their testimony was 
taken. 

Mr. Judson objected on the score that the 
proceedings were taken simply tor the purpose 
ot baving them published inthe daily .. 

Dr. Auler continued tbat the insurance 
company paid the expense of the proceed- 
ings iast veur.

The body wasina 
feartul state; it was one of the worst cases he 
had had. Addison’s disease is a disease of the 
smaller kidney, and sometimes there is a dis- 
location ot the skin. It is pretty hard to de- 
tect. Aman might have the disea:e for months 
or for a year before it was detected. It is 
mostly always tatal. It was difficult to 
suy whether liquor bud anytbing 
to do with the disease. It miuzht indirectly. 
During the post-mortem he discovered a sore 
ontheleg. Did notthink the sore had much 
to do with Bosse’s death. It might have been 
wenkening. It was a common sove that people 
of Bosse’s class friquently had. Witness «id 
pot know Fred. Bosse. The conclusion reached 
by the physicians was that Bossecame te his 
death from Addison’s disease. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Judson—Resided on 
State street. Did not propose leaving the 
United States or the district before the time of 
trial. Mr. Judson then declined to cross-ex- 
amine witness forthe reason stated above.

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The Fight Between the Sheriff and 
Marshal. 


Arguing Their Respective Claims Before 
Judge Laughlin. 


The Court Will Hold the Quest'on Under Con- 
sideration Till Sept. 15. 


Shortly before ll o’clock this morning the 
Criminal Court convened, and, afterthe read- 
ing of the court records, the Finn-Mason mat- 
ter was taken up. 

ARGUMENT FOR FINN. 

The matter of new bond by the Sheriff was 
the point under discuss‘on, and Judge Sim- 
mons opened the argument or 
behalf of Sheriff Finn, by 
ing that the subject of a new bond and 
new securities was what he would dwell upon. 
The duties of the Sheriff by the provisions of 
the scheme and charter act of May 2, 1877, in 
reference to the Criminal Courts and Probate 
Court, were restricted from those courts, which 
were bestowed to the City Marshal. Bya recent 
actitbat law was revoked and those courtsplac- 
ed once more under the Sheriff's espionage, re- 
storing to him the rights of the office prior to 
1877. The Sheriff, at the time of his election, 
qualified and gave a bond for any and all du- 
ties which might arise in and from said office. 
By the act of May ist, 1879, the Sneritt is 
en) irea to rform additional 
Cuties. new office was established by that 
act, no Gistinct station mapped out. If an act 
should have been passed abolishing the office of 
City Marshal entirely ,and giving the Sberiff the 
serving of the legal processes of the Police 
Courts, thena new bond might be required. 
The three courts in question owe their 
existence tothe Legisiature, and as State 
courts the ministerial officer be a St.ite 
officer as the Sheriffis. By constitutional and 
legisiative provisions if the M al was ge 
the of processes of the Justices’ offices 
and the office of Constabie abuiished, then he 
would be required to give addit'onal 
bond, as those courts would beentire!y :!istincs 

the Marshal’s ordinary and legal duties 
as previously detailed and proscribed. The 
recent act of the Legislature bat returns the 
ministerial Cuties of the Criminal Courts and 
Probate Courts to the Sberiff, who controlled 
them fromthe time of their authorization as 
State courts. 

Judge Simmons quoted severnwl coses re- 
sembling the present one, and then resumed 
the argument. 

The recent case of the people of New York vs. 
Peters is acomplete uigest of the question in 
instance, and should settie all questions 
that wight arise in any matter 
Jike this in hand. The Sheriff 
of St. Louis has given a bon! as reqrired sy 
law inthe sum of $50,000. Thelaw approved 
that bond, and now no additional bond could 
be required or demanded. If the Legisiature 
had intended that the presiding officers of these 
these three courts should have taken any 
action in referenceto an additional bond in 
tuking possession of these courts, they would 
have saidso. When the bond as Sueriuf was 
given it settied the question forever of addi- 
tional bond. This is a positive provision of

THE MARSHAL’S CASE. 

Mr. Haris followed, j-re-enting the Ma 
shal’sside ofthe question.

At the time when the Crimiaal 
Court was created and sei a,art froin the Uir- 
cuit Courts and Couré of Criminal Correction, 
the office of Marshaifor the city was suggest- 
ed and created, I do not deny 
the power of the Legislature o- 
iginally to separate and divide 
this Court from the others, end givine tlem to 
the Sheriff or any other State officer, but a 
question arises as to wuether or notsuch anact 
ot legislation as recently enacted could ex st. 
It is said, and somewhat peculiarly, too, that 
the office of the Sheriff is exclusiv ly for 
the transacticn of the duties of the 
State. In this instance it would ve wellto re- 
member that the dividing and separating of 
the city of St. Louis irom the county o1 St. 
Louis was to providetorthe ex cution of the 
processes of the Criminel Court by an officer 
ofthe city, and thenths Marshal was placed 
in chargeas an officer of the city. The 
proposition that the Sberiff is exclusively a 
State officer is preposterous. He was elected 
Sheriff of the city of St. Louis by the people and 
frecholders ofthecity of St. Louis and his 
bond was approved by a mu- 
nicipal body ofthe city of 8t. Louis. The Marshal 
ot the city of St. Louis is placed in his office by 

recisely the same move oi procedure and 

th as for that may ve designated State off- 
cers. Any Case so aggravated as this, where 
amunis elected to an office by the people, 
gives proper bond, and is duly qual fi 1 only 
to have his power wrested from him by legis- 
lative infamy, without either abolishing or 
creating an office, is ilezal without doubt. 
‘There can be but one conclusion, when the law 
is tully interpreted, inthe case at hand, The 
Sheritt, if he performs the duties per- 
formed inthe past by the Marshal in tuese 
three courts, must give bond forthe perform- 
ance of such duties in the manner that the City 
Marshal was required to do. To place any 
other construction upon this matter will be to 
levy the power of official lanquage. If 
this law is conclusive it bring? 
back all the duties of the Marshal 
fora period ofa thirdofacentury, and that 
without giving a single daie. No bend can be 
taken at ah in this matter which can 
protect the public, is my view. It 
would be a_i dereliction of the law 
of the land, and should not be entertained. No 
bond could be taken if those acts are utcoa- 
stitutional aguinst which a pubiic 
could revert if the n*cessity 
srose.

The office of Chief Grain Inspec- 
tor is almost a Staté appointive affair, and 
the question of that official’s honesty and 
capacity is one which affects every property 
owner in St. Louis, and every producer and 
handler of grain who ships to this market. 
Charges have been made affecting the 
character of Mr. Livingston in his 
official capacity, and now the Board of Di- 
rectors propose to try the case with closed 
doors. Mr. Livingston is very positive in 
his objection to suchacourse, which would 
seem to augur well for his innocence. The 
members of the board are presumptively 
possessed of a good supply of hard com- 
mon sense, and we would therefore mildly 
suggest to them the propriety of exhibiting 
at least a modicum of that article and open 
the doors. 


WHAT IS A STABLE GOVERNMENT? 

One of the general cries of the stalwarts 
and Grantites is fora more ‘‘stable’’ gov- 
ernment. 

Here is, for instance, Mr. Conger, a lead- 
ing Republican member of Congress, who, 
in an interview published by our Republi- 
can contemporary, connects the idea of 
Grant’s nomination with this idea of a 
stable government in this interesting fash- 
ion: 

His nomination may become a necessity; 
such an emergency, in short, as may be taken 
to be foreshadowed in a letter of Grant’s 
which I have seen. In this letter he seems to 
intimate that, while personally averse to fur- 
ther public honors, if such contingency should 
ever arise that the Republican party felt it to 
be a necessity to nominate him, then he is at 
the service of the party. That letter, I be- 
lieve, honestly expresses his inclination and 
his feelings—that personally he is not a ecandi- 
date. Thereisa demand for a stable gov- 
ernment, and Grant is the best representative 
of thatidea. By stable government I mean 
Jirmly fixed, with the fruits of the war fully 
preserved to our use. 

‘Our use’’ of course means the use of 
the Government for and by the Republican 
party. 

The ‘fruits of the war,’’ from the Re- 
publican standpoint, means only the pos- 
session of power and plunder. 

A *‘stable government firmly fixed’’ from 
this standpoint, no doubt, means one where 
the executive power and patronage are not 
liable to change. 

‘‘Grant is the best representative of that 
idea,’’says Mr. Conger. No doubt of it. 
irant would represent a stable government 
uninterrupted by such trifles as elections 
every four years, or public opinion, or the 
will of the people. 

A stable government means the abolition 
of the limitation of any one man’s power 
to eight years. 

A stable government means the election 
@ Grant to a third term. 

A stable government means that this third 
term shall signify a radical revolution; 
that, once re-elected, Grant is to remain in 
the White House firmly fixed for life. 

We are opposed to stable governments of 
this kind. 

We want a government of the people, by 
the people, for the people. A government 
created by elections, firm but flexible, sub- 
ject to change whenever the people demand 
it. 

Great and dangerous powers to 
the liberty of the people no political 
party should enjoy too long. 

A term of four, and not more than eight, 
years in the White House has given usa 
sufficiently stable Government so far. The 
country got along very well upon the old 
plan. We see no need for an innovation. 

The most ‘‘stable’’ governments that the 
Republicans have in eye 
like Germany and Russia, where the execu- 
tive power is subject to no change, save 
death—subject to no control of the people. 

Our old Government is good enough for 
We don’t wish a new one.

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RAILROADS. 

The other day, a legislative committee, 
investigating the railroad question in New 
York, asked the richest railroad owner in 
the world if he knew what it cost him to 
handle a ton of freight, and he said he did 
not. Then, when one of the committee 
asked him if he supposed there was another 
country in the world where the railroad 
business was managed as it was in this 
country, he raised a laugh by answering: 
“No, I do not think there is another coun- 
try in the world like this one.”’ 

A very good joke may be a very bad ar- 
gument, and an allusion to the superior re- 
sources of this country is put to a very bad 
use when it is made to screen an attempt to 
injure the public interests. The railroad 
question has been before the people of 
this country for the past fifteen years in 
every state and in every shape from 
Credit Mobilier subsidies to Granger 
persecutions, and if anything has been ac- 
complished, if private greed has in any way 
been subordinated to public need, it has been 
in spite of the determined axd persistent op- 
position to the railroad magnates who do not 
know what it costs to move a ton of freight, 
and who think that there is no country in 
the world like this. 

The first fight made by the magnates is 
on the ground that a railroadis private 
property, and its business not to be meddled 
with by the State. But there is nota civil- 
ized country in the world which does not 
recognize the public nature of the rail- 
road business. Even England, where 
the lawssez faire doctrine pre- 
vails as a cardinal principle 
in politics, has been forced to adopt Gov- 
ernment inspection and regulation of rail- 
roads, the interference being occasionally 
carried into the most minute details of rail- 
road management. , 

After the railroad managers are unwill- 
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at their own sweet 
will, their’ second line of defense is in 
an assumpéion of dense and invincible ignor- 
ance. The business of hauling freight and 
passengers is a mystery so recondite and 
complicated that the most experienced 
managers know nothing at all about 
it und can give no information about 
it. At one time their resources are so 
limited that it would bankrupt them to ad- 
vance the wages of common labor ten cents 
a day, and they would rather face a riot 
than do it; and at another time, when busi- 
ness is no better, they will carry passengers 
for a sixth of a cent per mile, and transport 
freight for less than the cost of loading and 
unloading it. Out of the chaos only two 
well-established rules of railroad manage- 
ment can be distinguished. One is that the 
prosperity of one end of a line is best main- 
tained by breaking down the prosperity of 
the other end, and the other rule is that a 
shipper who lives on the line of the road, 
and in whose permanent success the road 
has an interest, must pay double the 
rates of his competitor, who lives 
beyond the end of the line, and 
who can get along without the railroad. 

These two principles of railroad manage- 
ment have been persistently followed up by 
all railroad managers without exception, 
and their application in New York is the 
cause of the commission under notice. 
But St. Louis has suffered more from this 
cause than the interior cities in New York 
State, because St. Louis is the terminus of 
a dozen Eastern roads, which usually con- 
sider it their duty to discriminate against 
us, and against whose discriminations we 
have no redress. St Louis, accordingly, 
has a deep interest in watching the investi- 
gation in New York and in hoping that it 
may lead to valuable results. 

The topicis a timely one because this 
year the railroads are going to move a big- 
ger crop than they have ever moved before, 
and the markets that get fair rates and de- 
cent treatment are going to be helped by it, 
and the markets that get wild-cat rates and 
jayhawk treatment are going to get hurt. 
In all the fifteen years of railroad wars and 
railroad truces St. Louis has always got the 
butt end of the railroad law, and has had 
more kicks than half-pence from her rail- 
road connections. We have three high- 
priced Railroad Commissioners; if they are 
good for anything they are good to see that 
the people of this State get a fair show from 
the railroads of this State in the fall busi- 
ness, and we trust they are alive to the de- 
mands of the hour.

NO TAXATION WITHOUT REPRESENTA- 
TION. 


Mrs. Virginia L. Minor Writes a Letter to 
the Tax Assessor. 

ST. Louis, August 26, 1879.—Hon. David 
Powers, President Board of Assessors: I hon- 
estly believe and conscientiously make oath 
that I have not one dollar’s worth of property 
subject to taxation.The principle on which this 
Government rests is representation before tax- 
ation. My property is denied representation, 
and, therefore, can not be taxable. 

The law which you quote as applicabie to me 
in your notice to make my tax return is in di- 
rect conflict with the 30th section of the bill of 
rights of the Constitution ot the State, which 
declares: **‘No person shall be deprived of life, 
liberty or property without due process of 
law.’’ And that surely cannot be ‘‘due process 
of law’’ wherein one of the parties only is 
law-maker, Judge,jury and executioner, and 
the other stands silenced, denied the pow- 
er eitber of assent or dissent, a condition of 
‘‘involuntary slavery’’ so clearly prohibited in 
the 31st section of the same article, as we as 
in the Constitution of the United states, that 
no legislation or judicial prejudice can ignore 
it. 

I trust you will believe it is from no disrespect 
to you that I continue to refuse to become a 
party to this injustice by making a return of 
property to your honorable body, as clearly 
the duties of a citizen can only be exacted 
where rights and privileges ure equally accord- 
ed.

Why 8t. Louis is a Better Markot 
Than Chicago. 


The Advantages of Water Transportation From 
the Atlantic Sea-Board. 


Extent of Territory to be Supplied From 
This City. . 


There are thirty wholesale grocery houses in 
St. Louis that sell, cn an average, $750,000 
worth of goodsayjear each. There are three 
of these houses that sell, on an average, $1,- 
400,000 worth of goods a year each. The whole 
thirty houses do a total annual business of 
$22,500,000. From present indications the 
St. Louis grocery trade will increase 
twenty per cent this year. It 
will not be long, at the present rate of increase, 
tillthe annual sales amount to $30,000,V00, 
It willbe seenthatthe grocery trade of St. 
Louis isthe peer ot the grain trade. But its 
growth in the past few years has not beeu near 
sorapid. St. Louls had a large grocery trade 
long before she had any grain trade. Both 
are bound to be great factors in 
the commerce of St. Louis for the 
reason they are both connected with food sup- 
ply, and this city is destined to supply more 
food to mankind than any other on the conti- 
nent. 

The grocery trade of St. Louis is now larger 
thanthatofany other city in the country ex- 
cept New York. There are one or two houses 
in Chicago that may sell more goods than any 
one or two houses here, but there are 

MORE HOUSES HERE THAN IN CHICAGO, 
and the total sales are greater. Besides 


this, there is much more capital invested in 
the st. Louis grocery trade than there is in that 
of Chicago, and the dealers here are more sub- 
stantial. Dealers herecan make their pur- 
chases for cash, while those of Chicago buy 
largely on time; hence they are coinpelled to 
seil at the slightest profit in order not to com. 
pete with St. Louis. There is a grocery house 
in Chicago that boasts of having sold $2,vU0u,- 
000 worth of goods in 1878, atan average protis 
of one quarter of one percent. This is not en- 
terprise, but recklessness, for who believes 
thatany great commercial establishment is 
safe that bases its chances On a profit of one- 
quarter of one percent. Butthe dealer who 
purchasestor cash can always undersell the 
one who purchases ontime, however sinall a 
profit the latter may restrict himself to. Ifa 
St. Louis dealer, because he pays cash, can 
get his goods five per cent lower than a Chica- 
gOman because he buys on time, the 
st. Louis dealer can sell lower and make more 
money than the Chicago dealer, even though 
the latter is satisfied with a profit of one quar- 
ter of one per cent, 
But there are 
OTHER FACTS 

that go to make St. Louis a better, a larger and 
a cheaper croccry market than Chicago. The 
goodsthatenter into the trade come trom 
two sources—the East and the South. 
Much of the refined sugar sold in 


the West comes from New York and Boston; 
fruits come from Baltimore and coffee from 
New York. When these had to be shipped to 
St. Louis by rail Chicago could get lower rates, 
but groceries from the Atlantic seaboard come 
to st. Louis now by the Cromwell line of ste im- 
ers to New Orleans and then up the river by 
the Memphis Packet Company’s steamers, 
and the rate is a better one than can Ds se- 
cured bv Chicago, and the advantage 
will be still greater when the water routes from 
Chicago freeze up and the railroad tariff is in- 
ereased, asit alwaysisin winter. This plan of 
shipping goods from New York to St. Louis by 
anail water route isarew thing and a bit of 
enterprise for whieh one or two energetic St. 
Louis merchants are to be sincerely thanked. 

As to goods from the Soeuth, of course they 
can be broughtto St. Louis cheaper than they 
can be sent to Chicago; first, because St. Louls 
is nearerthe sources of supply by several 
hundred miles, and second, because St. Louis 
bas an allthe way 

WATER TRANSPORTATION ROUTE, 
which, as a rule, is always cheaper than a rail 
route. Rice, sugar and molasses, which are 
three articles that enter very extensively into 
the grocery trade, come largely from New Or- 
leans and JTouisiana, and it stands 
to reason that they can be re- 
ceived A this point cheaper 
than atChicago. St. Lowis bas command of 
the Mississippi River, and with that anda 
thirty toot outlet to the sea Chicago may take 
the Eastern railroads. 

Another prominent article that euters into 
the grocery trade is manufggtured tobacco. 
Of this the grocers get’ their supplies 
at bome without the cost ot 
transportation. This is the leading tobacco 
manufacturing market of the country, and St. 
Louis not only supplies her home demand, but 
is a large contributor to the stocks of Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Detroit, St. Paul, New York, Bos- 
ton and San Francisco. 

Is it not, therefore, easy enough to see why 
St. Louis isa better grocery market than Chi- 
cago? Is it not easy enough to see why St. 
Louis is 4 better grocery market 
than any other city of the country? This 
city is not only favorably situated for receipts, 
but is equally well situated for shipments. St. 
Louis sells groceries over 

A WIDER EXTENT OF COUNTRY 

than any other city in the Union except New 
York. Toillustrate: It has been only a few 
weeks sincea prominent house here shipped 
onthe same day alotof goods to Bismarck, 
Dakota, to be hauled from there 
400 miles into British America, 
and another lot to the southwestern border ot 
Texas. One lot of goods went 3,500 miles to 
the Nortnwest, the other 1,500 miles to the 
Southwest, and when they reached their re- 
spective destinations were 5,00U0 miles apart. 
This is only a single instance, and similar ones 
are constantly occurring. St. Louis sells 
groceries to allthat country west of the Missis- 
sissippi river this side of the Rocky Mountains. 
The dealers here have just come into posses- 
sion of the Arizona trade,which has heretofore 
gone to San Francisco Over what is sometimes 
called the Southern Pacific Railroad. There 
are now good railroad connections between 
tnis city and Arizona and New Mexico, both of 
which are new markets, and both of which are 
being taken possession of by St. Louis men. 
St. Louis can undersell Chicago in both 
these countries for the simple reasons already 
referred to. 

‘bere is a gradual increase in 

HOME PRODUCTIONS 
used in the grocery trade ot St. Louis. Belch. 
er’s Sugar Refinery is an immense establish- 
ment und can turn out 1,200 barrels of sugara 
day, besides a vast quantity ofsyrups. Belch- 
er’s Refinery, however, is not able to supply 


more than one-third the home demand at its 
present rate of incregse. There is also a large 
production here of vinegar, pick - 
les and dried fruits. Canned goods 
come mostiv from Maine, Delaware and 
Maryland. Nearly allthe coffee comes from 
New York, to which point it is imported. Of 
the whole amount of coffee brought to this 
country, St. Louis takes more ot the variety 
known as RW than any other city. Last year 
St. Louis received 200,000 bags of Riv, worth 
on an average $20 per bag, a total of 
$400,000. Most of the coffee sold in the 
United States comes from Brazil, this country 
taking two-thirds of the Brazillian crop every 
year. The attempt has been made several 
times toimport coifee directly trom Bruzil to 
the St. Louis market, but no very satisfactory 
results bave ever been obtained. There are 
difficulties in the way thattime alonecan wear 
away. Inthe first place, there is no direct 
line of steamers trom Brazil to New Orleans, 
and therefore no means of shipment that can 
be absolutely relied upon. With an 
open gateway to the Guilt of Mexico, it cer. 
tuinly appears tuet theré déught soon to be 
opened up between St. Louis and Rio Janeird 
a regular line of commerce. As it is now, all 
shipments of coffee from Brazil are made di- 
rectly to New York, and dealers from here go 


‘there to make their purchases, butit is to be 


hoped that the time is near at hand when Sc. 
Louis can trade directly with Brazil and the 
other countries of Central and South America. 
Perhaps no business of the country has suf- 
fered a greater depression ot prices than the 
grocery trade, andthe present increase ot busi- 
nessis mainlv due to an increased demand 
caused by ua lurger territory coming tor supplies 
to the St. Louis market. There is, however, a 
Slight advance in certain articles, and an ad- 
vance is expected in others, audit may be ad- 
mitted as a settled fact that 
PRICES

Garden Party. 


$500,000 -in Diamonds Worn by the Lady 
Guests—St. Louisans Who Were There.

SARATOGA SPRINGS,N. Y. August 25.—For 
a backwoodsman this place is something mar- 
velous; and, asl heard a New Yorker say to- 
day, the luxury of our people grows so rapidly 
that by the time our sons are ten years of age, 
they will be soused up that nothing short of 
afour-in-hand will do to take them every 
morning to school. Whether they willever 
submit tothe discipline of the dominie is, like 
Wagner’s musie, very much ofa question of 
the future. AsI write to-night, baving just re- 
turned froma ‘‘garden-party’’ atthe Grand 
Union Hotei, it is questionable if anybody be- 
lieves that economy and industry are portions 
of American study.

Sanitary Regulations, Politics and 
Local Gossip. 


Reminiscences of a Victim to St. Louis 
Life Insurance Frauds. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, August 27.—Inthe Insurance 
Monitor ot August I find an article based upor 
a statement taken from your paper relative to 
the life insurance companies of your city 
which are either dead or in a com- 
atose state, Will you have the kindness to mail 
tomy address a copy of your paper containing 
the article? 

Itfis[not for idieicuriosity that Ijwish that copy 
ef your paper. I paid over $4,000 cash to the 
8t. Louis Mutual Insurance Company on ac- 
count of a $10,000 policy—ten-year plan—and 
have received a paid up policy for $7 500, and 
would iige to keep the run of the machine,even 
ifit don’t pan out well. It really affords me 
a melancholy pleasure to think that I am con- 
tributing my mite tothe support of a number 
of gentlemen who seem incapacitated by na- 
ture from doing anything more arduous than 
drawing their pay. I used to bankjon that $1,- 
000,000 edifice and tell my wife, if the ‘‘ worst 
came to the worst’’ we would still have an in- 
terest in a very valuabie pieco of real estate. 
The ‘‘worst bas come to the ,worst’’—but the 
interest, ‘*non investus up stumpibus.’’ 

The fact is I ought to have died before that 
tearful ‘‘shrinkayge in values.’’ 

I would like to know how long this thing is 
going to last! Lam somewhat curious to see 
what these gentlemenintend doing when the 
‘*values’’ cease to shrink and the last green- 
back has been consumed in waking their pot 
to boil. They really cannot ask the onage 
holders for charity «efter tiving solong on the 
money of the widow andthe orphan, andthe 
now poverty-stricken former patrons of a co:n- 
pany which held out such glowirag induce- 
ments to investin an institution so muck safer 
than abank. LBeforeitis too late, however, 
they might as well convert that million dollar 
building, or a portion of it, if any portion shee 
be lett, inte an asylum for decayed ‘‘winders- 
up’’ of insurarce companies and banks, and 
balance the books by contingent expenses. 

You need not fumiygate this letter, as there is 
not a vestige of any infectious or contagious 
disease in this city. I bave summered here 
since ’45, and so far have never known a 
healthier summer. 


SANITARY REGULATIONS. 

The State Board ot Health has made itself 
very obnoxious to our peeple by its arbitrary 
restrictions upon commerce, and@intemperate 
interpetration of the quarantine law. The 
members seem to bave gone mad upon the 
germ question without exactly knowing whata 


is. Last summer they tried 
it out with carbolic acid, 
only made an already viti- 
atmosphere still more vitiated. 
and added toit by cleaning the streets and gut- 
ters at a season ofthe year, and exposing to 
the rays of a summer sun, the dirt which 
should have been covered by the earth and wa- 
ter until the fall. This season the‘’* Auxiliary San- 
itary assoc iation’’ have donefmore by practtce 
to keep thecity heaithy than all the theories 
of the Board of Health combined. They have 
taken the proper time for their work, and giv- 
en the ‘‘germs,’’ whether hibernated 
or imported, no chance to germinate. 
They did not content themselves with 
simply investigating the condition 
ofgyards and water-closets and advising 
the use of disinfectants etc., but saw that the 
work was done, and turnished disinfectants 
free of cost. 

The President ofthe Board ot Health (Dr. 
Choppin) is an estimable gentleman, and |] 
rank him as a surgeon of this city nextin rank 
tothe late Dr. Wamen Stone, but I believe 
with thousands of otbers (I speak by the card) 
thatin this quarantine matter he has gone too 
far beyond the mark. Dr. Schuppert, a mem- 
ber ot the Board, has gone so far as to submit 
to the City Council a proposition to build a 
pumber of vaultsinthe several cemeteries, in 
which shall be interred the remains ef any per- 
son who shali have died of any infectious dis- 
ease, and there kept tor three years! Atthe 
expiration of tnat period the body, or what is 
left of it, can be placed in the family vault, the 
fainily of the deceased paying expenses. 

In other words, forit is sometimes best to 
individualize, I have wy family tomb,in which 
repose the remains of twoofmychildren. If 
any member ot my tamily dies of an infections 
disease lum to be compelled to place the body 
in one of these Board of Uealth vaults, there to 
remain three years before it can be placed 
where it should have been putatthe time. of 
burtal. 

THE POLITICAL ATMOSPHERE 
is being a little stirred. The Democratic Stato 
Central Committee met in Parlor P 
of the St. Charles Hotel, lastevening. Noth- 
ing of any note to report, and committee ad- 
journed to meet subject to the call of the Pres- 
ident. 

The boys were on hand in the rotunda in 
high glee; shiny hats and sonp locks bad™he- 
come dulled for want of the customary election 
time (or rather nominating time, one andthe 
same tbing down bere) grease. 

At the last election the anti-ring party fairly 
beat the ring. but was counted out. The Citi- 
zens’ Association are again on hand,but better 
disciplined, and if itcun not force the domi- 
nant party to make the proper nominations 
wil) place their ticket inthe field. This rather 
bothers the sbort-bairs, for as the silk-stock- 
ings have always furnished the sinews of war 
in the fights between the fierce 
Democracy and the Radicals, they will 
have either to succumb, as far as the more im- 
portant and responsible offices are concerned, 
or ferego the customary tree lager and club 
collection books. Tne conservative element in 
this city is decidedly composed of the best 
materials; but last year they were suspeeted 
of having too great an infusion of the bond- 
holding element. You need not be surprised 
to see a change forthe better in the manage- 
ment of our State and parochial affairs, after 
the first election under our new Constitution. 

The Constitution will ‘be unquestionably 
acopted. Itis not all that could be desired, 
but far preterable to that of 1868. The debt 
question, which is to be voted upon separately, 
may yet remain a vexed question, for the di- 
versity of opinion, disassociated as it is from 
all political combinetions, 1s so great that the 
man who could see as far through a mulistone 
as any other man don’t see through this, and 
his speculations as to the adoption or non- 
adoption are not worth a straw—for straws in 
this case do not show which way the wiad 
blows. 

LOCAL GOSSIP. 

Our people are just now taken up with the 
sale of the ‘‘city railroad franchise,’ advertised 
forthe firstproximo. Mr. C. IH. Parker, ot the 
Picayune, has been making somewhat damag- 
ing exposures of the rings which seek to poo! 
their issues and detraud thecity. The City 


Council has been fairly warned, and so have 
the stockholders. 

The wife of Gen. Hood (C. S. A.) died her 
on Sunday of a congestive chill. She leaves 
a fainily of eleven children. Her grandfather, 
the late Alfred Hennen, was avery prominent 
member of the New Orleans bar and one ot the 
handsomest old men lever saw. Gen. Hood’s 
name is historical, and bis many friends sym- 
pathize deeply with him in his loss. 

Our City Council have not come up fully to 
the Micawber standard—income so much, ex- 
penses s0 much—happiness one way and mis- 
ery the other. The finances are short, and the 
several administrators have been calied upon 
to reduce the expenses of their offices—or 
bureaus—but they declare they.cannot see how 
itcan be done. They are now setting upon the 
matter, and will probably hatch out something 
next week. 

Business is very dull—alwaysis in Auzust— 
but duller than I have seen it tor years. Orders 
tor goods are here but cun not be filled until 
the river and railroad are tree. The Pargoud 
had a magnificent load on Saturday, whena 
dispatch was received from Vicksburg: ‘‘Quar- 
antine re-éstablished.’’ 

A firm here have a large quantity of moss for 
St. Louis orders and can’t shipon account of 
Quarantine. Quarantine, always quarantine, 
and against what? A thing which does not ex- 
ist. 

Galveston has not scorched her fingers, but 
has burned off her two hands to the wrists. The 
railroad between New Orleans and Houston is 
already looked upon as un fait accompli, and 
Galveston can amuse herself by gerubbing for 
germs. Wecan spare her oneo. two members 
of our Board of Heaithb,to pipe while she grubs.

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CHARLES DE YOUNG’S CAREER. 


The Story cf a Successful Journalist’s Life, 
as Told by Himeelf. 
[From an Interview with Him in 1875.] 

‘*l was born in New Orieans,’’ said Mr. De 
Young. ‘‘My parents soon afterward moved 
to Texas. My father died when I was a more 
boy. I went to San Francisco in 1354, when I 
was nine years old. Two years afterward I 
worked in a wire factory at four dollaraa 
week. Then I went to making cigar- 
boxes, and jumped from that to an 
apprenticeship in a job printing office. I 
learned type-setting very quickly, and was 
soon foreman ot the office. y first venture 
was a pewspaperthatI called the School Cir- 
cle. It printed contributions from pupils in 
the public schools, and was, in a small way, a 
success. Lhadan uncongenial partoer, how- 
ever, and was gladto sell out to him. I again 
went to workina job printing office, but was 
compelled to leave it because 1 was not old 
enough to become a member of the Typo- 
graphical Union, and the office already had its 
ullottead number of boys. You see I was oniy 
sixteen years old at that time. I nt 
to Sacramento and started a daily thent- 
rica] programme. Is was distributed through- 
out the city in the daytime, and ased as 4 pro- 
gramme in the theater at night. I had a part- 
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‘*Then 1 went to Virginia City. It was the 
heyday of the mining excitement. I cvald get 
nothing todo, and turned back to Carson 
Vitv. There I set type on the Independent, 
worked some at bookbinding, and was finally 
nade foreman ofthe newspaper department. 
The discharged foreman made two attemps to 
shoot me, but was restrained by the boysin 
the office. About this time I heard that they 
wanted a newspaperin Dayton, and I went 
down there anu talked with Sutro, the tunnel 
man, about it. Doc. Barnes,a printer in Gold 
Hill, wanted to go in with me. Suatro went 
around to the stores with me, and we bad 
about $1,300 subscribed, when Barnes got 
drunk and became invoived inarow. To save 
his life 1 drew a revolver and went to his assist- 
ance. Barnes acted so disgracefully that the 
citizens of Dayton gave no further aid to the 
P new r enterprise. The next night 

set type on the Enterprise, in Virginia City. 
I had caught a terrible cold on my way back 
from Dayton. It settied in my eyes, 
and I did not fully recover my sight 
until my return to San Francisco, in 1864. 
There I got credit tor the use of room, type, 
press and paper, and started a gratuitous the- 
atrical paper, like the one I had published in 
Sacramento. Inthe daytime I solicited adver- 
tisements, find at night, by the aid of one as- 
sistant, set the type. I worked five days to get 
the first edition ready for press, and in tne 
whole time siept not inore than five bours, and 
that on the flour of the office on papera. I was 
exhausted by tbe strain. I had borrowed 
five dollars to live on during the week. 
and I bought plenty of strong, black coffee, 
and kept awake by drinking it. I was hardly 
able to feed the sheets on the press. But at 
the end of a week I was encouraged. The pay- 
ment of bills by advertisers enabled me to 
pay the expenses, and the ventura continued 
to prosper. Verv soon I was able to employ an 
editor, who wrote sharp, spicy, satirical para- 
graphs oneventsottheday. Tuat cansed the 
Chronicle to be sought wvfter, espectally as it 
was given away.We mat - gu’: criticisms boneat 
and independent, so thu: 6a: verdict made or 
unmade plays and actors ov fur as success in 
San Francisco was concerned. Not only that, 
but we competed with the regular newspapers 
very often inthe matter of news. The dram- 
atic and musical editor was re-enforced by an- 
otber clever writer, and our reading matter 
was as original as though it wasn't given away. 
In abouta yearmy younger brother entered 
the concern, aS a carrier at first, 
and to his business talent — su- 

erior to mine—much of the success of the 
Chronicle is due. We soon 
material and laid aside t 


irom circulation. Our plan, however, was to 
enlarge the Chronicle and make it a regular 
newspaper. We did so on September 1, 1868. 
I don’t know that we deserved the im- 
mediate success we attained, we tried 
to, at least. It was a week before wus 
could getin all the advertisements that were 
offered. 

**We cover everything on the Vacific coast. 
We have had twenty libel suits without losing 
one,our defense invariably being the truth end 
a good motive. Wecalled a mun a desperado, 
and proved him arobber; we accused anotner 
of fraud, and convicted him of biackmailing.

Butit has become known 
that we cun defend ourselves, au.d we are now 
let alone.’’

some tools which they bad in their mining 
‘camp they built their frail craft at the bottom 


f the canyon, having previously taken down 
their material of red cedar. The boat was 
made twelve feet long, three feet wide, 
and, upon trial, was found to carry her cargo 
of freight and passengers admirably. So, on 
the morning of the 23rd of July, they untied 
their boat and pushed intothe current. The 
rush of the river, which, before starting, was 
almost deafening, was terrible in its roar as 
the boat started on its journey through this 
unknown gorge. ‘Po go back was impossible; 
to climb the solid timestone walls which 
rose five hundred feet above their heads, 
where a narrow streak of light lighted up 
their course, was not to be entertained as a 
means of escape; through they must go, 
trusting to their ability to avoid rocks and 
the strength of their craft to run the rapids 
and falls they met at every bend of the can- 
yon. Onthey went. The loudest halloo was 
heard as a whisper. Grottoes, caves, coulees, 
unknown recesses of nature were passed by 
these hardy navigators. In places flocks of 
mountain sheep, ‘startied by the appearance 
of the curiosity rushing by below them, would 
run along a ledge of rocks, jump from crag to 
crag. where footing for man would be im- 
possible, and disappear.

On 
the afternoon of the third day, while wonder- 
ing how much longer the Big Horn canyon 
could possibly be, they suddenly shot out 
into the beautiful Big Horn valley, with old 
Fort C. F. Smith on their right.

Their Contract Declared by an Attorney 
to be Illegal. 


The Revised Schedule Submitted by the Ci- 
gareMakers. 


The Coopers. 

The striking coopers assembdled at Vorwaerts 
Hall this morning in full force, knowing there 
would be an interesting meeting whith would 
go far towards settling their difficulties. The 
committee appointed to visit a lawyer and ob- 
tain bis edvice upon the legality of their con- 
tract was toreport, and all were anxious to 
know bis opinion of the document. The com- 
mittee made itselt scarce about the hall until 
after the meeting was called to order, and no 
one knew what the report would be until after 
it was read. The opinion of the lawyer, Mr. 
Waldo P. Johnson, as will be seen below, does 
not accord with the previous one of the strik- 
ers, and although the uselessness of the con- 


tract is plainly pointed out, bis views will have 
no influence in damping the spirit of the 
strikers. 

There are but tew barrels in the different 
shops in the city, and as there is no pos- 
sible chance for proprietors to suc- 
ceed in importing coopers from 
abroad ,an end of the strike is looked for soon, 
contract or no contract. It was reported this 
morning thatthe boss coopers heid a secret 
meeting last night, and many ftavorable re- 
marks were made réspecting ihe demands of 
the coopers, who are willing to go im mediate- 
ly to work it a fair pice ‘is p-.id for their 
labor. Several boss coopers met 
by areporter of this p.ver denied that there 
had been any meeting as was a''«-°d, an@that 
the rumor was a og putin ci~culation by the 
ringleaders of the strisers for the purpose of 
giving them, encoura”: nent,as they needed it 
now greater than ever. 

Whether the owners of cooper shops ure will- 
ing to dothe fairthing or not, one feature in 
the strike is certain, and that is that 
the workingmen conrcectcd wit) every tradein 
the citv are determined that the : trike sa'l 
succeed, and for this reason the coopers with

stubborn employers. With this substantial | 
backing the 500 coopers meet daily in 
their hall on Broadway and 
Chambers street, quietly acting 
on the defensive d shaping the‘- 
course in accordance Wit'ithe wishes of the 
workingmen of the city and the whole coun- 
try. During the strike letters have been re- 
ceived, notonly from trades unions in States 
near Missouri’s border, but words of cheer 
bave come from the South and New Eneland, 
urging them to hold firmly together and make 
their strike successiul.
